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Membership and Status Bill studied

A House of Commons commit¬ 
tee is about to study a bill intended 
to correct “two historic wrongs” 
done to Aboriginal peoples by the 
Indian Act. 

The bill, introduced late last 
month by David Crombie, Minis¬ 
ter of Indian Affairs, removes a 
section of the century-old act 
under which Indian women lose 
their Indian status and band mem¬ 
bership when marrying non- 
Indians. The proposed legislation 



will give the women (almost 
24,000) both status and opportun¬ 
ity for band membership. 

Crombie is attempting to curb 
Ottawa’s power to dictate how 
Native communities should run 
their affairs, by allowing bands the 
final say on how many children of 
the enfranchised women should be 
admitted back. Crombie said he 
didn’t care how long the Commons 
committee takes to complete the 
bill, as long as the basic principles 
are accepted. 

However, he hopes the commit¬ 
tee will finalize the bill by April 17 
— the day when all laws and prac¬ 
tices must be brought into line with 
the Charter of Rights and Free¬ 
doms’ ban on sexual discrimina¬ 
tion. 

Crombie, who said he solicited a 
wide range of views and insights on 
the delicate issue, denied past 
opposition to remove the provision 
constituted “nothing more than 
male chauvinism”. He noted 
Aboriginals “have consistently 
objected to the Federal Govern¬ 
ment intruding into the governing 
of their communities and 
nations”. 

Said Crombie: “What greater 
intrusion can there be than the 
arrogance of assuming the right to 
tell another people, of another cul¬ 



ture and tradition, who is and who 
is not a member of their commun¬ 
ity, and who can live and who can¬ 
not live on their own lands?” 

The bill will also eliminate the 
concept of enfranchisement, under 
which Indians lost their status 
simply by joining the armed forces, 
or leaving the reserves to get a job 
or an education. 

Since it’s impossible to predict 
just how many people will apply 
for restoration of band member¬ 
ship, and then actually move back 
to their reserves, Crombie promis¬ 
ed to help bands cope with the 
influx of new members. 

He encouraged other MP’s not 


to use the issue for partisan polit¬ 
ical fodder. “We in this House 
whould refrain from doing so 
because no one should claim pride 
in doing something which common 
decency says should have been 
done years ago”. 

Keith Penner, Liberal Party 
Indians Affairs critic, praised 
Crombie “for having done his best 
within the confines of an impos¬ 
sible task”. But he stressed the 
problem can only be fully address¬ 
ed through a constitutional 
admendment authorizing “the 
right of Indian people to manage, 
direct and control their affairs 
within Canadian confederation”.

The Waskayigun Associa¬ 
tions are the local housing auth¬ 
orities on each settlement and 
handle the funding for housing 
materials. They have been 
working closely with Settlement 
Sooniyaw on the various hous¬ 
ing projects. 

Although house construction 
is the main task for apprentices 
in some settlements, they have 
worked on smaller scale com¬ 
mercial construction, such as 
warehouses and shops. 

Funding for the program 
comes from both provincial and

Despite prolonged internal 
bickering among Assembly of 
First nations (AFN) chiefs 
across the country, a majority 
of them derided in favour of 
retaining Grand Chief David 
Ahenakew as the leader. 

At a special assembly of the 
AFN in late February, 223 band 
chiefs (approximately 60 per 

confidence in Akenahew's lead¬ 
ership. According to the press 
office of the AFN, 181 chiefs 
voted in favour of a non-confid¬ 
ence motion, and six abstained. 

Ahenakew was obviously 
pleased with the result, calling 

with a clear message to the fed¬ 
eral government”. It’s clear 
however, that a sizeable number 
of chiefs aren’t happy with his 
leadership abilities. 

The issue of leadership burst 
into the public arena several 
months ago when David Crom- 
bie, Minister of Indian Affairs, 
remarked that he could no long-' 
er commit funding to the AFN ’ 
unless it was made clear the i 
organization was genuinely sup¬ 
ported by Canadian chiefs.
